QUAKE SHAKES GRAND CANYON; 
INDIANS AND WHITES FLEE. 


Territory Fifty Miles Square Depop- 
ulated Because of Seismic Disturb- 
ances and Qminous Rumblings. - 


Plagstaff, Ariz., Sept. 27.—A territory fifty 
miles square and extending from here to the 
Grand Cafion of the Colorado river tonight 
stands practically depopulated because of 
earthquakes and rumblings, which, begin- 
ning Saturday, are steadily increasing in 
magnitudqand violence. 

Indians, of whom there were many in the 
region, fied when the quakes began, terrified 
by sinister imports which they imagined to 
be contained in the cracking of the solid 
ground. Tribal.taies of the ancient activities 
of now burned out craters, of which there are 
more than fifty in the region, haetened their 
fight. The whites remained until their 
houses fell about them. 

J. Bi Chaves, the first of the refugees to 
reach Flagstaff. reported that his house 
cracked open. Others reported that volcanic 
stones weighing many tons had been torn 
from their beds and sent crashing down the 
mountain sides. They refused Matly to go 
back for any reason. 

The whole district is of volcanic origin.

Speculators bought stocks on Monday be- 
cause railroad employés naturally backed up 
the demands of employers for higher rates 
and even more directly because of the stir- 
ring up of Reading on the meion stories. 
They. sold stocks today because the Reading 
stories were authoritatively denied and be- 
cause it was believed the market was strong 
enough to take realizing sales comfortably. 
In this last belief they were disappointed, 
for the movement of prices was heavy 
throughout, and at the close declines were as 
numerous es advances, although the changes 
in either direction for the most part were 
confined to fractions. | 

Money Markets Are Feature. 

The real news of the day came not from 
Saratoga but from the money markets, home 
Pand foreign.
